Primulas 


Primulas should be grown cool. Fifty degrees at 
night is ample. - The young plants want to be kept near 
the light, but need a little shade from the direct sun. 
Sowing primula seed is still seasonable. You will not 
get as fine Christmas plants as from the earlier sowings, 
but they can be grown into nice little stock in 5-inch 
pots which is a convenient size for marketing. Primula 
seed wants a brisk moist heat to germinate, but the 
plants themselves should never be subjected to any 
forcing conditions. The earliest sowing should now 
be in 24-inch or 3-inch pots. The compost should be 
light, equal parts of leaf-mold not too much decayed, 
and loam with a little sand. After the middle of May 
they should be grown in a cold frame and if they are 
partially plunged in fine coal ashes all the better. A 
spraying overhead each afternoon will be beneficial. 


Chrysanthemums 

The chief trouble now is to keep the plants watered. 
Dry winds, small pots and a rapid growth combine to 
make the chrysanthemum a very thirsty plant these 
days, and if stock is allowed to dry out a few times the 
black fly comes, and comes to stay. Give syringings 
every good day as évaporation is so rapid that not the 
least harm will result but on the contrary a whole lot of 
good. A vigorous spray all over the house several times 
a day lowers the temperature many degrees and makes 
life more endurable for the chrysanthemums, to which 
the intense heat of a modern greenhouse is a very un- 
natural condition. 


Hydrangeas for Memorial Day 

The hydrangea sells better around the end of May 
than at any other time of the year. Plants that were 
started soon after the middle of March in a cool house 
should be in fine shape for Memorial Day trade. At this 
time they should have plenty of light. To be right for 
Memorial Day the buds should now be well exposed and 
by the second week in May they should show their rosy 
pink tint. To have fine foliage and large flower heads 
give them manure water twice a week until they show 
color, when it should stop. With the long sunny days 
they will want plenty of water at the roots. Give good 


syringing on all bright days; this can be continued until 
they show plenty of color. A week before they are 
needed they should be gradually hardened up in cooler 
quarters. This will help to intensify their coloring. 


Marguerites 

Marguerites will now require several waterings daily. 
One good drying out means the loss of many flowers. 
Marguerites grown for cutting should now have the pots 
or boxes stood on the beds or benches so that they can 
root through. They will want frequent feeding or the 
stems will not have the length or the flowers the size 
we would like to see. Late-rooted stock should not be 
left in the cutting bench or in small pots too long. 
These will sell well at the bedding out season, and even 
if all are not sold then they can be planted outdoors. 
and will make fine bushy plants for lifting in the fall. 
Take advantage of every good day and ventilate, as 
marguerites require plenty of fresh air. 


Lily of the Valley for June Forcing 

Blooms of fine quality can be produced in frames 
after the early part of May. All that is necessary is a 
well built, close frame. Put six inches of sand over 
the manure and plant the pips as you would in a frame 
in the greenhouse. The frame can be partitioned so 
that two or more batches can be kept coming on. Don’t 
overdo the heat or you will get leggy stalks. For June 
cutting when the demand is quite heavy a frame should 
be prepared at once. It takes about three to four weeks 
to flower lily of the valley, provided the proper bottom 
heat and top temperature can be given it. Keep close 
and dark until the stalks are half grown. Then grad- 
ually increase the light. Use no water overhead after 
the flowers are expanding for fear of spotting them. At 
this season there is less danger from this cause than 
in winter. 


Sowing Grevillea robusta 


Now is a good time to make a sowing of Grevillea 
robusta. These will make fine plants for next year’s 
use. Sow the seed in flats, using any good light soil, 
and give them a good hot house which will bring seed 
up quicker. When they are large enough pot into 
small pots in rich compost.

Boston Convention Garden 


The Convention Garden, notwithstanding the in- 
clement weather, has so far advanced that ornamental 
trees, shrubs and herbaceous perennials may be sent 
now. Tender plants, such as cannas, geraniums and 


other bedding plants can be shipped after May 20th. 
All such plants should be addressed to Boston Park 
Department, Back Bay Fens, Boston, Mass., and marked 
“Convention Garden,” care of James B. Shea. 
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Besides the beautiful Angrecum 
sesquipedale illustrated in last 
week’s issue 6f HorTICULTURE 
there are a number of very inter- 
esting and useful species. A. ebur- 
neum, shown in the accompany- 
ing picture, is a noble species and 
the flowers last a long time either 
cut or on the plant. This species 
might well be called the giant of 
the family, but the genus contains 
some very dwarf species also; for 
instance, A. distichum and A. fal- 


catum. A. distichum has very short, 
imbricate leaves and minute pure 
white flowers which are produced 


from the axils of the older 
and last about eight or ten 
days. This species is best grown 
on a small block of wood with 
a little fern root or live sphagnum 
to root into. Angrecum falcatum 
is a native of northern China and 
Japan and succeeds best in the cool 
house or the cool end of the inter- 
mediate house. It is a very neat 
little species, producing its white 
sweet-scented flowers at different

times “of the vear. It is_ best 
grown in a small pan or basket, 
with a little osmunda fibre and 


live sphagnum for a compost. 

With the exception of A. falcatum 
all the angrecums require warm 
treatment and as they are nearly always growing they 
should not be allowed to remain dry for any length of 
time. In summer, when they are in full growth, they 
will enjoy a high temperature and a good supply of 
water at the root and a good buoyant atmosphere, but 
much less water will be required during the dull, short 
days of fall and early winter. A night temperature of 
65 degrees to 70 degrees will be about right In winter, 
with 10 degrees to 15 
according to outside weather conditions. 

All the larger growing species will be best grown 
in common flower pots, filling the pots within 2 inches 
of the rim with broken potsherds, surfacing the re-

or both. Should the compost become sour at any time 
it should be removed at once and fresh material applied 
after washing out the remaining drainage with a good 
force'\from the hose. Shading from now on will be in 
order on all bright days until the first or middle of 
October; after which time the sun will have lost its 
burning power and the plants will enjoy all the light

The specialty societies have done a part of the work belonging to the parent organization and should 
These offsprings have grown to maturity and the Society of American Florists and 
Ornamental Horticulturists should subsidize these societies from its treasury to aid them in carrying 
out the work and not ask overburdened specialty societies to affiliate with it on a basis that will make 
their financial burden greater and help to swell an unneeded surplus. 

Let us have co-operation with common sense.

Blackspot on the Young Plants 


lf you have a bunch of Beauties in four-inch pots or 
smaller that are beginning to crowd one another, keep a 
sharp lookout for blackspot for it will creep in before 
you are aware and then there will be a good piece of 
work for some one. These foggy days that we have 
once in a while during the spring seem to be an ideal 
time for it to start. Look the plants over carefully, and 
then take a little time and just reset them, picking off 
all the yellow leaves that may be at the bottom, and set- 
ting the tall plants to the north of the bench. All the 
green scum that may appear here and there may be 
removed, too, and thus the plants will be given a good 
overhauling. If blackspot appears it is advisable to 
spray at once with the ammoniacal copper carbonate 
mixture. This will not cure the disease but will go a 
good ways towards keeping it from spreading. Use 
every possible precaution in watering, and if the plants 
are well free from red spider do not syringe them for 
awhile. Keep them on the dry side, being careful, how- 
ever, not to allow them to become too dry, for this would 
lead to more of the spot. After watering take a little 
lime and blow it all through the house in the evening. 
It does not have to be blown under the plants or even 
over them; merely blow it around above the walks, so 
that the dust goes through the house. This will dry 
the air out a good deal, and will be a great help to pre- 
vent the spot from spreading. We are seldom troubled 
with spot on the other varieties of roses; in fact we do 
not even look for it, but with Beauties we like to be on 
the lookout all the time. 

Outside Roses 

Now is the very best time to get all the weeds out of 
the roses that are planted outside for summer bloom- 
ing. The ground is nice and soft, being wet and if a 
hold is secured on the top of the weed all the roots will 
come up with it, thus doing away with it altogether. If 
this is let go until the ground dries out a little bit, the 
weeds will be difficult to pull, and it will be almost im- 
possible to get them out. Get them out now, or there 
will be trouble with them all summer long. 


Trimming 
If the outside roses have not been pruned and trimmed 
it is high time this was attended to, for they will be 
growing soon, and that means just so much energy saved, 
if they are pruned in time. Mulching should be seen 


to at once, too, for delay will mean broken branches or 
buds, for the most careful man will break a few now and

Tying 

Do not neglect to keep the plants tied up in nice shape 
all along. There may be a good deal of other work 
rushing but the old houses if given any care at all will 
produce a wonderful lot of cut flowers, and these, even 
if they do not bring as much as they did during the 
winter, will help pay the coal bill just the same, for the 
expense in getting them is next to nothing compared 
with the expense that they put us to in the fall or in 
winter. Bor tying material we find nothing better than 
the cheap one-ply jute that can be bought quite reason- 
able by the pound in barrel lots. There are several 
grades of this and it certainly does not pay to get the 
very cheapest. This is usually so poor that a lot of it is 
wasted, and then it is likely to be very uneven in thick- 
ness, thus causing delay in tying. Raffia is nice but too 
expensive for commercial use, and then a good deal of 
time is wasted splitting it, and wetting, etc. We do not 
advise using white grocery twine for tying as it will 
shrink and later choke the plants, wherever it circles 
around the shoots. Needless to say tlie growth should 
be well spread out when tying and not bunched up in the 
least, especially on the staked teas. Some will insist on 
running a string all around the plant, drawing in all 
the growth at the one tying. This method may well be 
called the lazy man’s way, for there is nothing that looks 
worse than a job half done. Well-done is done twice, 
and good work will pay better in the long run. 


Cleaning Up 

The annual house cleaning which come around every 
spring should be carried to the greenhouses as well, and 
all the old under the 
benches by careful (?) workers should be brushed out 
and taken away to be plowed in the cornfields or some 
other place where they will help produce something use- 
ful instead of breeding bugs and germs in the green- 
house. The potting shed will stand it, too, and there 
may be some boilers that are no longer in use that 
should be cleaned and oiled, and note made of all the 
parts that may be giving out within a short time. Take 
the smoke pipes down and clean them, for the soot will 
eat them up if they are allowed to remain half full of 
soot. This will get damp and then it will work. If 
you wish to test its strength put a little of it into a tin 
can or galvanized pail, and then see how long it will be 
without holes in the bottom. Boilers are affected the 
same way, but they are thick, and will not rust through 
in a little while.

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Judging from some of the florist liter- 
ature now circulating it would appear 
that up to the present time people have 
been very unmindful of the veneration 
due to their respective mothers.

that it becomes necessary that each and every one hay- 
ing a mother living or a mother dead should don a flower 
on just one day in the year and of such a color that the 
rest of the world may make no mistake as to where the 
wearer stands. We note that there has developed quite 
a rivalry between certain of our esteemed contempora- 
ries as to which one is entitled to the credit of having 
discovered the commercial possibilities in exploiting a 
“Mothers’ Day” based upon the new inspiration. A 
year ago, in commenting upon the innovation, we ven- 
tured to question whether the public would “fall” for 
this somewhat precarious campaign, and, contemplating 
its possible ultimate effect on the standing and dignity 
of the florist business, we suggest now that some time 
may be wisely given to questioning whether the “credit” 
for its introduction shall carry with it the award of a 
gold medal of honor or be dismissed with a vote of 
censure. Florists who respect themselves and their pro- 
fession are presumed to deprecate “crepe chasing,” so- 
called, but this annual extolling of the virtue of filial 
affection and entreating people to honor their mother 
on a specified date by purchasing flowers appears not so 
very different, only in degree, and comes with ill grace 
from the man who wants to sell the goods wherewith 
to honor. “The voice is Jacob’s voice but the hands 
are the hands of Esau.” 


We all profess to take pride in the onward 
and upward progress of the flower industry 
towards a position of dignity and stability 
among the various lines of business which 
have a place in every well-ordered community. But what 
would be the impression upon any business man accus- 
tomed to generally accepted methods of merchandizing 
who would look into the wholesale prices as quoted for 
the trade papers from various flower markets not even 
widely separated from each other? After noting a va- 
riation of from fifty to one hundred percent for goods 
presumably identical he would be justified in coming to 
the conclusion that the florist business is yet in a very 
primitive and chaotic state. Referring to the need of a 
wider market and more stable values for the cut flower 
product, we suggested a year ago, in these columns, that 
the public-spirited gentlemen who were giving time and 
thought to the solution of the problem might wisely 
consider ways and means whereby an approximate esti- 
mate might be made of the prospective supply of cer- 
tain leading flowers in the producing sections in advance 
of any occasion when an augmented demand might be 
expected, thus gaining information on which some fairly 
accurate prospectus of the available crops might be 
based for the benefit of the trade and a reasonable stand- 
ard of values established. Had such a canvas been 
made of the lilies, for example, with a fair degree of 
thoroughness, previous to the past Easter, we doubt if 
the fact of these flowers hanging fire at 3 to 6 cents in 
one market while they were being cleaned up at 10 or 
12 or even more, in other markets, would have been pos- 
sible. We believe the time will come when accurate 
advance knowledge of this sort will be recognized as 
indispensable, for the benefit in common of grower, 
wholesaler, retailer and public.

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NOTES FROM THE PANAMA- 
PACIFIC EXPOSITION. 

More than two hundred and twenty 
conventions, at which more than 500,000 
accredited delegates are expected to 
assemble, will meet at San Francisco 
in 1915. Among these are 21 agricul- 
tural societies, 20 business, 22 educa- 
tional, 35 fraternal, 7 genealogical, 23 
Greek letter fraternities, 15 govern- 
mental and civic societies, 5 historical 
and literary, 15 industrial, 9 labor, 13 
professional, 8 religious, 19 scientific 
and 7 social service. 

The National Potato Association of 
the United States will organize an in- 
ternational potato congress to deal 
with the production, distribution and 
marketing of potatoes, and to convene 
at the Exposition. There will be a 
similar gathering in regard to alfalfa. 

No flowering plant not in full bloom 
will be allowed to remain upon the 
grounds at any time throughout the 
Exposition year, but, according to 
plans by Director of Landscaping 
McLaren will be removed in the de- 
cline of its blossoming to make way 
for another in full bloom. The tem- 
perate climate of San Francisco will 
make this continuous procession of 
blooming flowers throughout’ the 
grounds for the entire ten months. 

The greatest tulip exhibit ever pos- 
sible anywhere outside Holland, will 
be a part of the national exhibit of The 
Netherlands. Two acres will be de 
voted these gorgeous flowers. 

The twelve main exposition palaces 
which are now either completed or in 
course of construction upon the 
grounds are: The Palace of Machin- 
ery, the Palace of Education, the Pgql- 
ace of Food Products, the Palace of 
Agriculture, the palace of Mines and 
Metallurgy, the Palace of Varied In- 
dustries, the Palace of Liberal Arts, 
the Palace of Manufactures, the Palace 
of Transportation, the Palace of Horti- 
culture, the Palace of Fine Arts and 
Festival Hall. 

The Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition authorities have set aside 
$1,065,000 for the building of a huge 
auditorium of permanent fire-proof 
construction. The main hall will seat 
10,000 and several lesser halls from 
60C to 1000.

RHODODENDRONS AGAINST BACKGROUND OF CONIFERS 


Our cover illustration shows a rho- 
dodendron corner at Holm Lea, Pro- 
fessor Sargent’s home in Brookline, 
Mass. The other picture, shown on 
this page was made, if we are not 
mistaken, at the H. H. Hunnewell 
estate, Wellesley, Mass., several years 
ago. Both places, above mentioned 
are famed for their rhododendrons. 
The scene, when they are in bloom, is 
magnificent in the extreme. The past 
winter has been one of the severest 
in a generation and in the wide-spread 
destruction of spring flowering ma- 
terial it might reasonably be expected 
that the hybrid rhododendrons would 


be among the worst sufferers. But it 
appears that they are not; in fact, they 
appear as well, perhaps as in any re 
cent year. The foliage is uninjured 
and flower buds give promise of a full 
crop. We write only of local cond! 
tions on the north side of Boston, hav- 
ing had no opportunity yet to in- 
vestigate farther, but with a midwin- 
ter test of many consecutive days with 
the mercury at zero or far below, this 
is cumulative evidence that low tem- 
peratures alone have no terrors for 
rhododendrons of the type of Carac- 
tacus, Everestianum, Charles Bagley, 
Album Elegans, and a score of other 
equally well-known varieties. 








The color scheme of the Exposition 
will, under the direction of Jules Guer- 
in, the famous artist, be so well de- 
veloped, that the very tones of pave- 
ment and roadway and the color of 
flowers in the beds of the great exposi- 
tion gardens will be made to conform.

Federal Quarantine Against Maine 
Potatoes. 

Washington, D. C.—A quarantine 
against Maine ‘potatoes, effective Au- 
gust 1, 1914, has been declared by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture on ac- 
count of the prevalence of powdery 
scab in that State, particularly in 
Aroostook county. After August 1, no 
common or Irish potatoes can be 
moved out of Maine except under reg- 
ulations which the Department of Ag- 
riculture will publish shortly. Pow- 
dery scab has been prevalent for some 
time among Maine potatoes, but 
hitherto the State authorities have 
been responsible for preventing the 
spread of the disease. With the en- 
forcement of the new quarantine, the 
Federal Government will take charge 
of the work. There will be, it is said, 
no radical change in the existing re- 
strictions. 





Chicago Seed Notes. 


Arnold Ringier, manager for W. W. 
Barnard, regards the retail season as 
just at its height this week. The 
wholesale trade is still of much impor- 
tance, though drawing near the close 
of a season, which he considers to be 
two weeks late.

LEADING FLORISTS OF THE NORTHWEST 
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WASHINGTON NOTES. 


During the recent convention of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, Gude Bros. Company conducted 
a flower booth in the society's hand- 
some building on Seventeenth Street, 
Northwest. This firm reports that con 
siderable business was done here 
especially in gardenias, orchids, Amer- 
ican Beauty roses and other high- 
priced stock. The booth was in charge 
of Fred Calloway. 

An effort is to be made with a view 
to eliminating vendors of flowers from 
the streets of Washington. It has been 
reported that but few pedlars’ licenses 
have been taken out this year and that 
the police will get busy rounding up 
those who do business without such 
permission. Fred H. Kramer states 
that he will take an active part in the 
crusade to clean these men up. Nearly 
all the florists are complaining of this 
competition especially those who have 
had the experience of having these 
men stand aimost in front of their dis- 
play windows and offer their wares to 
people who would otherwise patronize 
the stores. This matter has been be- 
fore the florists for some time al- 
though but little has been done to re- 
lieve this condition. 

A large number of the important so- 
ciety events have been postponed owing 
to the Mexican unpleasantness and this 
has been felt to no little extent in the 
stores. Army, Navy and State Depart- 
ment officials find it impossible to at- 
tend or to act as host at any of these 
functions due to present conditions 
Should mediation prove unsuccessful, 
the flower business in this city will 
fall off to even a greater extent for a 
large number of officers of both the 
land and sea forces will be ordered 
from Washington to the front. Lit- 
tle can be expected from the com- 
ing White House wedding for this is 
to be a family affair. This will cause 
another disappointment to the trade 
unless things change a great deal in 
the course of a few days.

The amount now 
coming into this market is larger than 
can be handled under ordinary cir- 
cumstances and the price has declined 
perceptibly. Carnations, on the con- 
trary, are being used up daily and the 
orders now in for Mothers’ Day are 
many times the number likely to be 
available.

blooming outdoors has a depressing ef- 
fect on any effort to bring conditions 
back to normal afte: the post-Easter 
dilemma. Two things are in better 
shape as a starter, carnations and cat- 
tleyas. In the case of each it is the 
result of a receding crop and not en- 
tirely due to any better demand. Lil- 
ies are still at the bottom of the lad- 
der and they have plenty of company, 
among which may be classed roses of 
ali varieties in the medium and lower 
grades. Sweet peas are doing satisfac- 
torily if of standard quality but there 
are lots of the other kind and these 
fare badly. Gardenias are cheap and 
lack the element of popularity which 
they enjoyed in the past. Altogether 
the situation is very ‘unsatisfactory 
from the wholesalers’ angle, but the 
retailer has a chance to make good 
money provided he can scare up the 
buyers. 

Excessive sup- 

PHILADELPHIA plies still rule, 
and we regret to 

be unable to report any improvement 
on general conditions. Roses, carna- 
tions, lilies and snapdragons are 
especially abundant. Orchids and gar- 
denias sell fairly well as do also sweet 
peas. There is not such a powerful 
overplus in these. Greenhouse-grown 
gladioli of the popvular varieties like 
America, Augusta, Brenchleyensis, etc., 
are coming in sparingly and are clean- 
ing up nicely at good figures. Spanish 
iris are one of the few things that 
meet with ready sale at living prices. 
Lily of the valley is still a fair propo- 
sition although the supplies increased 
towards the end of the past week. 
There is a fair demand for daisies, 
but there are far too many of them. 
Outdoor narcissi liye poeticus, Lang- 
try and Barri arrived in big lots, but 
with little demand—in many cases not 
enough to pay the expressage. Smilax 
strings are scarce—as is usual about 
this time. We do not seem to have 
been able to regulate that defect here 
yet, and P. Welch can still smile at 
us and point with pride to his superior 
generalship for the Boston market. As-

While some American Beauty roses 
are bringing a fair price, the average 
run is moving at less than $3 per 
dozen while in quantity lots the price 
is almost that much per hundred. No 
quotations are being made on the av- 
erage run of roses and these are being 
sold almost without count, but there is 
some little demand for good quality 
Richmond, Radiance and Killarney 
roses at a fair price. Cattleyas form 
the only scarcity and there are not 
enough of these to fill all demands 
with the result that the price has gone 
up. Carnations can be had at as low 
as $7.50 per thousand and the bottom 
has dropped out of the sweet pea mar-
